on pension before July I. 1952, the 
m inim um was raised to $20 and 
the m axim um to around $68 50. 


2 Those going on pension alter 
Ju ly I. 1952, would never receive 
less than $20 and could, if entitled 
to it, j-eceive as m uch as $80 


At the sam e tim e C ongress laid 
down som e rules for getting this 
$80 m axim um : 


If a person w orked 18 m onths in 
a job covered by social security 
betw een Jan. I, 1951, and July I, 
1952, and his pay w as at the rate 
of *3,600 a year he could, by re ­ 
tirin g after July I, 1952, get $80 
a m onth. 
Rule On Self-Employed 
For this reason a lot of old people 
who m ight have retired sooner— 
but who then couldn’t get m ore 
than 
$68 50—decided to keep on 
w orking until Ju ly I. 


All th a t’s been said in this story 


so far applies only to people who 
have been em ployed by others in 
these past 18 m onths.
